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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative and the examiner discussed the 
recitation of "determining, at the software application, ..." within claim 1. Specifically, the applicant's representative 
asserted that claim 1 is novel mainly for the reason that the software application is doing what a human does today. 
Furthermore, the applicant's representative asserted that "at" and "by" are synonymous, and essentially, therefore, the 
recitation "determining, at the software application, ..."should be specifically interpreted as a 'determining' instruction 
encoded as software. The examiner was not of the same opinion, and noted that the above assertion would not be the 
equivalent to a claim recitation that utilizes language denoting a location ("at") where a "determining" may be 
performed.
